It has “made every budding
statesman and historian a solemn or a
mynical dafender of the guspel of force. But
Dthough this be true, we have no right,
therefore., to assume that there Is mome
peculiar woakness which marks off German
® policy from that of all other nations Mach-
tavelllanlsm is the common heritage of
Burope. It is the transiation into ldea of
the fact of internutional annrchy.” He reo-
ognizes with Walter Lippman's “Stakes of
